BCS MOVING TO THE NEXT LEVEL 

When we launched the Capital Campaign two 
years ago our goal was to bring BCS to the 
next level and as we sit on the cusp of this leap I 
am filled with great pride. This success comes from 
the effort of so many people who have contributed 
in many different ways. It is a privilege to lead such 
a great School and to be a part of such a dedicated 
and supportive community. 

After a lot of thought and consideration I have 
decided not to seek a renewal of my contract at the 
end of the 2002-2003 school year. 
I will have been Head of BCS for 
eight years and the goals I was 
given when I accepted the posi- 
tion in 1995 have been accom- 
plished. It is time now to look at 
where BCS needs to go in the next 
eight years and to let someone 
else take it there. 

I will continue to serve to the 
best of my ability in the coming 
school year. We are entering a 
very exciting year filled with new 
initiatives and projects. One area 
of school life that is being 
reviewed and analyzed is commu- 
nication and the efforts we are making and will be 
making to improve communication within our 
school community and beyond. Communication 
creates the synergy that allows the whole to be 
stronger than the parts. Therefore, it must be con- 
sidered an essential function in achieving excel- 
lence at BCS. 

We are nestled in the beautiful eastern Town- 
ships far away from the hustle and bustle of larger 
city centres. Ironically, this is both a blessing and a 
curse. One of the major advantages the students 
have while attending BCS is to experience country 
life and wide open space. This also means that the 
challenge of maintaining top-of-mind status with 
perspective parents is far greater. The use of tech- 
nology and the World Wide Web is crucial to com- 
municate quickly and efficiently but a far more 
powerful tool to use is word-of-mouth - in short 
you! 

The actions we are taking are based on the 
results of both the communications survey, which 
many of you were kind enough to complete and 
return, and the CESI report. Theo Brinckman has 
analyzed the data and created a plan to address the 
issues raised and suggestions proposed. It is impor- 
tant to note that a strong communication pro-

gramme never stays the same for very long, rather it 
grows and adapts to changing needs, new technol- 
ogy and measurement. 

Communication in a school like ours takes place 
on so many levels. Those directly involved in the 
day to day activities such as staff, students and par- 
ents want and need to know about changes to the 
schedule, routines, rules and procedures. They 
need to know when there are problems or issues 
that might affect them and what actions are being 
taken. Alumni want to know how their school is 
doing - the success of school 
teams, up-coming events, the well- 
being of a respected staff member 
- and they want news of one 
another. 

The School wants to make sure 
that everyone is well-informed so 
that they can speak about BCS to 
prospective families. We know that 
the majority of our students are 
referred to us by those who have a 
personal connection. It is crucial to 
our well-being to have greater con- 
sistency in enrolment so that we 
can plan for the future with greater 
assurance. 
A new website and a regular e-newsletter will be 
perhaps the more high profile and public projects 
taken to improve communication. But it may be 
some of the less visible actions that have the great- 
est impact. More time for staff to meet and share 
ideas, discuss issues and plan for the future, greater 
use of e-mail to get information to staff, parents and 
Alumni, and access to information on-line are some 
of the important steps being taken. 

As I enter into my final year as Head of BCS I am 
faced with conflicting emotions. Certainly it will be 
difficult for me to leave but before that day in June 
arrives we have much to accomplish. Such is life at 
BCS and for this I am grateful.

From the Board Chair 



June 2002 marked the 
end of the 30th year of 
coeducation at BCS. This 
has been a period of suc- 
cessful transition from a 
school for boys only, 
merging with King's Hall 
in 1972 and establishing 
itself so that it was able to 
appoint the first female 
Head of a coed boarding 
school in Canada in 1995: 
Nancy Layton. 

Also in June of this year, Nancy gave notice of 
her intention to resign as Head of School after the 
end of the next school year in June, 2003- Her 
announcement came as a surprise, but it was timed 
so that BCS would have ample opportunity to iden- 
tify a worthy successor in this challenging and key 
role. 

Nancy has one more year with us and for this we 
are thankful because at the end of her tenure she 
will be missed. During her time as Head of BCS, 
Nancy's achievements have been numerous and we 
have benefited from her commitment, hard work 
and love of School and its students. Under her lead- 
ership the School has continued to develop its 
coeducational expertise and has enjoyed an excel- 
lent academic record: 

• Last year all our graduating students were 
accepted into post-secondary institutions. 

• Over the last three years, more than $1 million 
has been earned in university entrance scholar- 
ships by our students. 

• Our students continue to produce extraordinary 
creative work as seen in Inscape and numerous 
other publications and competitions. 

We intend to build on these successes, to further 
strengthen BCS's academic offerings and reputation, 
and to maintain our rich co-curricular programme 
and international orientation. 

In this period the School's finances have 
strengthened and this year will see the successful 
achievement of our $15 million Capital Campaign 
goal. Its success is a testament to the strong support 
of our Friends and especially our Alumni. 

As BCS starts its 167 th year, it enters a period of 
change and renewal: the necessity and the oppor- 
tunity that occur when a school changes its leader- 
ship. I am confident that the transition will be both 
smooth and productive. Faculty, houseparents and 
staff continue to be focused on their business of 
teaching and caring for our students, who are 



returning to the School at higher 
retention rates than we have seen for 
many years. BCS has been in its pre- 
sent location on Moulton Hill for 
exactly 80 years; after a very busy 
summer of renovation and repair, the 
grounds and facilities look terrific! 

The Canadian Educational Stan- 
dards Institute (CESI) reviewed the 
School in the spring, and confirmed 
BCS's accreditation in June. Over the 
next year the School will respond to a 
wide variety of observations from its own internal 
evaluation prepared for the review as well as to vis- 
iting committee's recommendations, covering virtu- 
ally all areas of the School's programme. 

And BCS will welcome its 27 th Head. A broadly- 
based search committee composed of Alumni, par- 
ents, faculty and administrators as well as board 
members has been struck to develop criteria, over- 
see the selection process and recommend a candi- 
date to the Board. We are confident this approach 
will uncover a leader who will complement the 
great strengths of BCS's staff, combine the best char- 
acteristics of his or her 26 predecessors, and mirror 
their common commitment to and love for this very 
special Canadian school.

As we enter into the busy school year I always 
like to take time to reflect on what we have 
achieved and where we want to go. BCS is about 
excellence; BCS is about improving what has come 
before to make what will come even better. 

BCS students work very hard and it is gratifying 
to see them recognized, whether it be at June Grad- 
uation, through competitions, proud parents or dis- 
cerning University Admissions 

Officers. With a solid group of 
returning students and a core of 
talented newcomers, the 
2002-2003 school year looks very 
promising, and I look forward to 
being able to recognize the many 
achievements they will accom- 
plish in the coming months. 

Recently, the Academic Performance Review 
Committee (APRC) was established and its mandate 
is to oversee and review the academic performance 
of the School. In May, the Board adopted indicators 
of academic excellence and performance goals pro- 
posed by the APRC. The indicators relate to the fol- 
lowing areas: 

• University Entrance 

• Quebec Secondary School Diplomas 

• Ministry of Education Exam Results 

• Second Language Proficiency 

• Participation in the Creative Arts. 

We are in the early stages of this process and the 
programme will grow to include a more compre- 
hensive list of indicators. 

One of our challenges this fall will be to create 
an implementation plan for the recommendations 
in the BCS Internal Evaluation and in the Canadian 
Educational Standards Institute (CESI) External Eval- 
uation. A committee has been created to determine 
priorities and to create a 
timeline for the recom- 
mendations. 

The CESI Visiting Com- 
mittee was impressed with 
the quality of our academ- 
ic programme and the 
work ethic of our stu- 
dents. One of the major 
recommendations, howev- 
er, was that the School 
develop ways to work 
more effectively. One 
means to accomplish this 
challenge is for the School 
to develop an academic

vision that will provide direction for all academic 
decisions. 

Below are other key details for the 2002-2003 
school year: 

• We will develop a more cohesive academic pro- 
gramme in the younger Forms. 

• In an effort to provide our parents with more 
academic information on their children, Progress 

Reports will be issued to par- 
ents in early October and 
early February. These will be 
added to the four formal 
reports parents already 
receive each year. The reports 
will rate five areas of student 
progress: punctuality; organi- 
sation of materials; home- 
work; behavior; and appropriate involvement in 
class. 

• Effort ratings will be distributed by e-mail to par- 
ents. 

• A Mentoring programme has been established to 
monitor each student's academic progress, to 
encourage academic excellence, to help students 
find solutions to their academic difficulties, and 
to discuss School or Form related issues. 

• The Academic Guide for Parents has been 
revised and will be distributed to parents in the 
fall. The guide is available on the School's web- 
site (www. bishopscollegeschool com) . 

• We have revised the Academic Guide for Staff to 
ensure continuity in the application of rules with- 
in the Academic programme. 

The 2002-2003 academic year is looking strong and 
will only get stronger as we implement changes and 
improvements. I look forward to June when we can 
once again celebrate our School and student's 
achievements and successes.

This 
adaptation is almost seamless, as the country 
folk/city folk humor stands just as well today as it 
must have in Shakespeare's day. Even the songs 
originally composed for the play were performed in 
the Joan Baez / Joni Mitchell folk tradition, lending 
even more authenticity to the 60's feel of the whole 
play.

BCS in Beijing Thanks to a Student's Initiative 



It is very satisfying to watch a student's idea come 
into fruition and positively impact the School. 
Such is the case with the 2002 Model United 
Nations trip to China. 

In early 2001, Tara Yip-Bannicq (BCS '03) intro- 
duced the School to Model United Nations. She had 
come from a school in Beijing that had a major 
focus on Model U.N., holding a conference every 
year. 

On March 18, 2002, we left for Beijing to partic- 
ipate in a Model U.N. session. As we flew out of 
Montreal, we were filled with excitement and 
apprehension about travelling so far from home. 
Our plan was to spend twelve days in China visiting 
Beijing and Xi'an - both to participate in the Model 
U.N. and to tour the two cities. 

We were fortunate to have the time to sightsee 
and learn about the Chinese culture. Some high- 
lights of these excursions included: The Great Wall, 
The Ming Tombs, an acrobatic show and of course 
dining in authentic Chinese restaurants. 

Once the students had registered for the Model 
U.N. Conference the real work began. Each student 
made an opening speech and then the lobbying 
began. Each forum had about six resolutions to 
debate. Resolutions had to be developed, written 



and signatories found and 
when this was completed 
they were presented to 
the forums, debated and 
voted upon. This was a 
demanding challenge but 
one which the BCS stu- 
dents rose to and put their 
best effort forward. 

Our visit was capped 
by a welcome at the Cana- 
dian Embassy. We were 
hosted by Ambassador 
and Mrs. Caron, whose 
son, Andre, graduated from BCS in 2001. Our sin- 
cere thanks and gratitude go out to the Yip-Bannicq 
family who made our trip wonderful and welcom- 
ing. Our Chinese adventure would not have been 
possible without the generous donation by Joy 
Harvie MacLaren (KHC '40). We also welcomed 
the presence of Mr. and Mrs. Mpoy who spent time 
with us at the conference and on some of our 
excursions.

The art of good communication is very much 
based on dynamic dialogue. Dialogue is a con- 
versation in which people think together in rela- 
tionship. Thinking together implies that you no 
longer take your own position as final. You relax 
your grip on certainty and listen to the possibilities 
that result simply from being in a relationship with 
others - possibilities that might not otherwise have 
occurred. 

Our School is made up of 18 languages and 25 
nationalities. With such a diverse community, com- 
municating is not always an easy task, but one that 
the School must be ready to meet. 

It is easy to fall into the rhythm of the School and 
to continue to communicate the way we always 
have and publish material we have traditionally 
used. Although understandable, this is not the most 
effective approach to ensure we are meeting the 
communications needs of our community. Our 
School has changed over the last decade, and with 
the emerging multi-cultural and multi-lingual face of 
BCS, comes the need to develop a plan that ensures 
we are effectively communicating with our entire 
community, regardless of the language they speak 
or the culture they come from. 

The communication programme must be contin- 
ually evaluated to determine what is working and 
where our opportunities lie. The first step in this 
process is analysis. Who is our community? How 
are we reaching them? How effective is our current 
programme? These questions were answered, in 
part, through the use of surveys. 

Last spring's surveys revealed a need to fine-tune 
certain elements and they identified missed oppor- 
tunities and audiences. From these findings, it

became essential to prioritize our needs and not 
tackle everything at once. It is far better to complete 
fewer objectives successfully than to attempt to 
change everything at once with a mediocre result. 
We can always expand our scope once we have 
laid a strong foundation. 

I invite you to engage in dialogue so that we can 
work together to develop and enhance the two-way 
and dynamic conversation we are having in our 
community. This is the first step but certainly not 
the last! 

Survey Results: The General Picture

a detailed report on them. Here are the major find- 
ings:

• Financial giving is well covered although we can 
do a better job at showing how your money is 
being used. 

• More consistent and personalized communica- 
tions is required using e-mail and the Website. 

• The Website needs to be managed to accurately 
reflect the School and its high standards. 

• More information is required on School events, 
sports, student life and staff achievements. 

• There is a need to market BCS better to the out- 
side world. 

• Internal communications need to become more 
open and efficient.

Building Financial Strength 



Over the past seven years, BCS has made dra- 
matic progress in strengthening its financial 
position. From a debt level of $2.5 million at the 
end of the 1995 fiscal year, BCS has now achieved 
its strongest balance sheet in recent memory. As at 
June 30, 2002, the end of the most recent fiscal year, 
the School's debt stood at zero. 

It is important to recognize that there are indeed 
two separate financial entities that involve BCS: the 
BCS Foundation and the operations of the School 
itself. The BCS Foundation, which manages the 
School's endowment and building funds, operates 
with its own Board of Directors. It is responsible for 
both managing the funds which have been raised 
(principally through the two capital campaigns) and 
for allocating some of these funds to the School. 
Without the support of the Foundation, the School 
itself could not have achieved its current level of 
financial strength. 

It is also vital to acknowledge the effort and suc- 
cess of BCS's administration in achieving the current 



zero debt status. Operating a private boarding 
school that offers as much as BCS does is not an 
inexpensive undertaking. To do this while also con- 
tributing to debt reduction is a singular 
achievement. Over the past number of 
years, all members of the BCS commu- 
nity have made a considerable contri- 
bution to achieving this status. 

There is no more important variable 
in determining the School's health than 
enrollment. The number of students 
drives everything. In a post September 
11 th world, plagued by an uncertain 
North American economy and ongoing 
bear market conditions, filling the 
School in the near term remains a chal- 
lenge. 

That said, all BCS stakeholders 
should rest assured that nothing weath- 
ers a financial storm better than a strong balance 
sheet!

As many of you know, 
the Friends of Bish- 
op's College School, Inc. 
("FOBCS") was estab- 
lished in 1999 as a non- 
profit organization in the 
US, to provide an oppor- 
tunity for the graduates of 
BCS and KHC - and par- 
ents and friends of BCS - 
to support BCS and 
receive a tax receipt for 
use in the United States. 

During our first three years of operations we 
have focused on achieving three goals. First, we 
wanted to better understand the scope and scale of 
the BCS/KHC community in the US. According to 
Development Office records, there are over five 
hundred BCS and KHC graduates living in the US. 
As you might expect, there is a significant concen- 
tration in the Northeast, specifically in the greater 
Boston area and in the tri-state area around New 
York City. However, we also have graduates from 
Florida to California, and in just about every state in 
between. We also have Alumni representing every 
decade going back to the thirties. 

Second, we wanted to actively participate in the 
20/20 Vision Campaign. Through a number of activ- 
ities, including Development Office communica- 



tions, group briefing sessions, telephone conversa- 
tions and face-to-face meetings, we brought the 
message of the Campaign to the BCS/KHC commu- 
nity in the US. To date, US-based supporters have 
committed nearly US$500,000 to the Campaign, an 
extraordinary accomplishment of which we are very 
proud. 

Third, we wanted to build a regular and active 
dialogue with our US community, through a series 
of communications, meetings, presentations on the 
School, and social events, usually with the involve- 
ment of the Head of School and the Development 
Office. Our goal was - and continues to be - to get 
people excited about the great things that are hap- 
pening at BCS today. 

As we begin our fourth year, we are very proud 
of our accomplishments, and we are looking for- 
ward to building on our success.

Flo, by the early sixties that had been dropped from 
the agenda." Thank heavens I said to myself. How- 
ever the two of us can break into a rendition of 
"Forty Years On" and shall always have that in com- 
mon even if 35 years passed between the time she 
left Compton and I arrived. 

Her trip to school must have been something as 
I remember mine being no walk in the park. Her 
father drove her and her brothers by car from 
Yarmouth to Digby, NS. The children took the ferry 
to St John, NB, where they boarded the train for 
either Montreal or Lennoxville where she was met 
by transport for the ride to KHC. She came home at 
Christmas but went to relatives in Ottawa at Easter. 
She always felt her classmates thought she was from 
a fishing village in the back of beyond when really 
Yarmouth was a thriving town with many diverse 
interests. The only other Maritimer was a girl from 
Amherst, NS, whose father was Speaker of the 
House in Ottawa. 

Flo loved the rings in the gym and remembers 
asking her Gym teacher if she hung from them long 
enough would she grow taller? She does feel upon 
reflection that "Compton did not prepare you for 
the real world!" but it did afford you friendships and 
memories to be enjoyed in your 95 th year. 

As an aside, Flo remembers her Father telling her 
"to read the papers to be intelligent even if you 
aren't smart!" 

Flo plays bridge several times a week, is a keen 
member of The Lunenburg Art Gallery, The Lunen- 
burg Heritage Society, The Fishermen's Memorial 
Hospital Ladies Auxiliary and the IODE. Only 
recently has she given up playing golf but attends 
all functions at the Club as an honorary member. 
She is a member of St. John's Anglican Church and 
is of course distressed by the fire on Hallow'en that 
destroyed the 245-year-old building. She partici- 
pates in weekly services in the Parish Hall but con- 
fesses she will be glad when the church structure is 
restored and she can return to the church proper.

Needless to say I enjoyed my afternoon recalling 
the excitement of attending King's Hall in the '20s 
and thinking about the times I spent at Compton 
almost 40 years ago. What was truly fun was that I 
could look at Flo's photo of the School and point 
out my room in 6b and she could show me, in the 
same photo, where she too had a room. We were 
both interested to read in the Gazette of January 26, 
2002, about the New Hotel with the long tradition 
of ladylike manners.

The Richard H. Tomlinson 
Chair for Science 

The Chair for Science would pro- 
vide increased funds for the instruc- 
tion of Science annually. 

As Science is, in the first four 
years, a core subject that must be 
offered, this money will not go to 
pay a teacher's salary. Rather it will 
be targeted directly at enhancing and 
enriching an already effective, yet 
frustrated, department. 

The Science department's annual 
budget is the highest among the aca- 
demic budgets at BCS, and it needs 
to be increased. The new facilities 
from the Capital Campaign will so 
enhance the efficiency of the teach- 
ing that more students will be able to 
perform more experiments, and so 
costs will grow. 

This increase in student activity 
will create an increased demand on 
lab time and so a full-time lab assis- 
tant will be needed to support the 
teaching of Science. 

Money from this Chair will fund 
professional development at courses 
and conferences. It will provide our 
teachers with the means to stay on 
the front line of ever-changing tech- 
nology. 

It will also bring to the students 
and teachers of the BCS Science 
Department the means and the time 
to produce Science fair projects, to 
enter - and to win - contests in- 
house and inter-scholastically, and 
so improve the reputation of the 
department - and of the School. 

The Chair for Science will direct- 
ly impact the quality of the teachers 
and the quality of the program. 



It is a fine thing when an Old Boy can look back on his BCS days and see the good times

the circumstance of the successors of those teachers who helped him. 



Dr. Richard H. Tomlinson has 
worked at McMaster Universi- 
ty for 52 years. He has seen former 
students become professorial col- 
leagues and retire, while he works 
on. He loves what he does; he loves 
his lab, his nuclear reactor, his 
research. 

When Dick Tomlinson came to 
BCS in 1937, there was no room 
for him in the dorm, so he and 
Mike Doyle were billeted at Fred 
Pattison's house for the first term. 
Fred and Dick hit it off; they had 
things in common: a deep interest 
in things scientif- 
ic and really 
sharp minds! 
Those of us who 
remember Fred 
Pattison, who 
were taught by 
Fred Pattison, 
who were beaten 
by Fred Pattison 
- as Dick and I 
both were - 
know that Fred 
Pattison was not 
one who suffered 
fools gladly! 
Dick and Fred 
got along well, and this set the 
young student on his path to sci- 
ence, first at Bishop's, then to 
McGill for his Ph.D. and thence to 
McMaster where he is to this day. 

During his career as a professor, 
Richard Tomlinson invested some- 
what in the business world and 
when he stopped lecturing at age 65, 
he decided to play the market rather 
more intently. (He once confessed

that this held his attention for a 
while, but that he lost interest 
because "it was too easy!") He 
amassed a fortune far greater than 
his needs and so he made the 
biggest gift ever to a Canadian Uni- 
versity - $64 million to McGill. He 
has not forgotten the institutions he 
attended before McGill either, and 
this year he has undertaken to fund 
the Richard H. Tomlinson Chair for 
Science at BCS. 

Dick Tomlinson believes in peo- 
ple. He believes that the best way to 
improve an educational institution is 
to invest in the 
people there, in the 
teachers and in the 
students. This is 
why there are sev- 
eral Academic 
Chairs at McGill 
that will bear his 
name and by 2003, 
McGill will have 
51 Tomlinson 
Scholars. And this 
is why he has cho- 
sen the fund our 
Chair in Science. 

For all his 
celebrity because 
of his gift to McGill, Dick leads a 
quiet life. He plays his golf, he 
enjoys great food and wine, he loves 
his home of 42 years and he works 
in his lab. In his spare time, he 
keeps his own counsel concerning 
investments and he targets institu- 
tions worthy of his generosity for 
his charity. 

BCS is fortunate to be one of 
them. 



Scott Abbott attended BCS from 
Form IV to Form VII. He in- 
volved himself in the School, as a 
student, as a cadet (ending up with 
the rank of Staff Sergeant), as an 
actor playing the Mayor in The 
Inspector General, but most of all, 
as manager for First Team Hockey. 
As a boy in the middle school, he 
was already fascinated by statistics, 
and as manager, he kept stats as 
they had never been kept before. 

A McGill degree in Psychology 
followed by a Masters in Communi- 
cations from the University of Ten- 
nessee brought him into the 70 's 
when he worked for the Sherbrooke 
Record and The Canadian Press. 
Throughout this time, he and three 
friends would pass hour after hour 
challenging each other with arcane 
bits of information that most people 
would have the wit to forget. 

One day, they asked themselves 
what they could do to turn this pas- 
time into something rather more 
substantial. So it was that Trivial 
Pursuit was conceived - but the 
gestation period was a long one. 
The story that followed is the stuff 
of Canadian legend. 




Scott is now a director of Horn- 
Abbot Ltd., co-owner of the Devil's 
Pulpit and Devil's Paintbrush Golf 
Courses and founder and sole owner 
of the Brampton Battalion OHL 
hockey team. He never misses a 
game and his interest in the well- 
being of his players is unparalleled. 
At every game, he sits opposite his 
team so he can see their faces and 
he keeps track of the statistics. 
While the Battalion has not yet risen 
to the top of its league, Scott has 
acquired the services of a top-line 
coach in Stan Butler - a man who 
has been Head Coach of the Canadi- 
an Junior team for the last two 
World Championships. 

Now, Scott has undertaken to 
fund the C. Scott Abbott Chair in 
English at BCS. He has agreed to do 
this because he looks back on four 
crucial years of his growing up in 
Lennoxville with good memories. 
Graham Patriquin fed his curiosity 
for things historical, Lewis Evans 
taught him to write and the finicky 
rules of grammar, Sam Abbott 
taught him to stand up straight and 
to look a person in the eye. . . and so 
it goes. Now, thirty-five years after 
he graduated, Scott has funded the 
Chair for English - "partly because 
of the English I was taught at BCS, 
but mostly because it appeals to my 
own interest in pedantry," he said.

The Chair for English would pro- 
vide increased funds for the instruc- 
tion of English annually. 

The current jargon from the 
Ministere de V education du Quebec 
directs schools to develop "cross 
curriculum competencies," which 
means teachers from different 
departments should work together 
more effectively.
